CINCINNATI, April G,—A special from Iho

tlio bull rinjj here wits crowded with spec- 
tators oC the great national sport,

firo suddenly broko out on the sunny side

phzo. A panic solzod upon 


tho vast assemblage, and 
JL fright 


epcctaclo was tlio result 
Tlio plaza 


was constructed ol wooden masts, reeds, 
etc., and It was dno to tills fact that 
tho majority of the people escaped without 
injury, being able to force an opening per- 
mittiug an exit at different points; but 
many women and children jumped from 
the top, a distance ol liOO to 300 foot, and 
over 100 of them were seriously wounded. 
1 Eighteen lives were lost Tho eldea ol 
the plaza bclufr lined with matting as dry 
as tinder, and there being »• slight wind 
blowing, too amphitheater was in a blaze 
in a. few seconds. 
Nino dead bodies. In 


Borne casos so charrod as to bo nnrooog- 
niJmblo, have so far been taken from the 
smoking ruins. 
Kino persons woro so 


badly burned that they died Monday. This 
makes eighteen deaths in all np to thie 
time. Sixty-eight persons were very badly 
burued, and, though they still live, at least 
ten oJ them will die this week. Hjtty per- 
sons, in escaping, were knocked down and 
trampled upon by tho panic-stricken 
throng, and arc very seriously, but not 
fatally, injured. 


The bulls, maddcnod by tho roaring ol 


tho llatnos, broko loose from tuolr etalla 
and rushed 'wildly through Uio surg- 
ing mass of humanity, tossing aloft and 
knocking over all who stood In their way. 
! Among tho eighteen dead were two 
women who were nrst gored to death by 
the bulls and their bodies afterward burned. 


The scenes in tho neighborhood of tho 


bull ring wore sickening beyond descrip- 
tion. Women and children divested them- 
selves of their clothing, and crazed with 
suffering and their turns, ran aimlessly 
tbvougU the stioote, and could scarcely be 
overtaken by their Mends. Several per- 
sons lost tlioir reason from the severe men- 
tal shock to -which they were subjected, 
Tho liro was incendiary. 


In tho Celaya jail were a number of pris- 


oners, army deserters, etc., who tad 
obtained permission from tho authorities 
"to attend the bull fight. They were ac- 
companied by a strong guard of soldiers 
to prevent escape, but one of the deserters 
surrcptiously struck a match and lighted 
onoof tho dry mate, and in an instant tho 
side of tho ring was ablaze. la the confu- 
sion and excitement tho prisoners succeed- 
ed In making good Jholr escape.

tendance. It was Easter 
Sunday, the 


rotiirn ot tho season of gayety after Lent 
There was an unusual number ot ladies 
and little children present, and these, as 
often is soon in such events, were tho suf- 
ferers. No man lost his life. Tho helpless 
little oncs-and their mothers, who would 
not desert their offspring, were the victims 
of this most appalling catastrophe.
